To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the 
county of Grafton in said state, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs. 

YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town 
House in said Orange on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, 
1994, at three o'clock p.m. to act upon the following 
subjects. The polls to remain open until eight p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: TO choose by ballot and plurality vote a Town 
Clerk, a Town Treasurer, 1 Selectman for three years, 1 
Cemetery Agent, 1 Overseer of Public Welfare for one year, 
1 Budget Committee Member for three years, 2 Auditors for 
one year, 1 Road Agent, 1 Tax Collector, 1 Deeding Agent, 
1 Trustee of Trust Funds for one year. 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to pay 
necessary Town charges. This will remain in effect 
indefinitely until rescinded. (RECOMMENDED BY 
SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount 
of 3% on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of 
the bills with the stipulation that the discount becomes 
forfeited if it is not deducted by the payer at the time the 
payment is made. (RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to 
accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with 
N.H. R.S.:80:52-2. (RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose 
of any real estate acquired through the Tax Collectors Deed 
in the Town or to the original owner, as justice may require. 
This will remain in effect indefinitely until rescinded. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of resident taxes and authorize the Tax 
Collector to accept payment in prepayment of taxes. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to accept and expend gifts of money or personal 
property, for the purpose intended by the donor and in 
addition apply for, receive and expend any federal or state 
assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town Meeting, 
on the condition that the Selectmen shall account to the 
Voters of the Town for such additional receipts and 
expenses in accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 
31:95B. This will remain in effect indefinitely until rescinded. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant Fund of $18,294.00 for construction, 
reconstruction and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways 
and for the purchase of equipment. (RECOMMENDED BY 
SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of RSA 72:37 for the exemption for the blind from 
the assessed value of residential real estate for property tax 
purposes. This statute provides that every inhabitant who is 
legally blind shall be exempt each year, for property tax 
purposes, from the assessed value on a residence to the 
value of $15,000. (RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 
(BY BALLOT VOTE) 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to have the 
existing pavements on the Cross Road and Tuttle Hill Road 
resurfaced, and if voted to raise and appropriate $38,000 
funded by notes for five years to finance this specific project. 
(RECOMMENDED BY SELECTMEN) 

(BY 2/3 BALLOT VOTE) 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $105,221.00 as called for by the 
budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. (RECOMMENDED BY 
SELECTMEN) 


ARTICLE 12: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and 
other officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 13: To transact any business that may legally 
come before the meeting not on the warrant. 


ARTICLE 14: Polls shall not close earlier than eight 

o'clock in the evening.

1993 REPORT TO THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


We are pleased to have the opportunity to report on 
the activities of Mascoma Home Health Services for 1993, 
our twenty-fourth year of providing home health care, 
hospice and community health services for the residents of 
your community and our second year as a branch of the 
Visiting Nurse Alliance of Vermont and New Hampshire. 

This has been another year of extraordinary growth 
in requests for services affecting all of our programs, 
especially home visiting and hospice. Home visits 
throughout our service area increased 35% over those 
reported for 1992. Our staff, with their experience, 
dedication and skill in caring for people in their homes have 
made it possible for us to meet this challenge. This year, 49 
home visits were made to the residents of the Town of 
Orange. 

The Family Health Services Program is available to 
young families in your community. This program includes a 
Well Child Clinic and a Women Infants and Children (WIC) 
Program. Home visits are available to children and families 
and are made by nurses specializing in pediatric care and 
parent aides to help them care for themselves and their 
children in the most productive and positive way possible. 
The WIC Program provides nutrition education, food 
vouchers and health care referral sources to mothers and 
children from low income families. 

The Agency also conducts other community 
screening Clinics, flu clinics, foot clinics and other health 
programs such as blood pressure screenings and 
cholesterol testing. 

The Board of Trustees and the Incorporators Group, 
where your interests are represented by members of your 
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town, the staff, and the people who are helped by our care, 
all thank you. We believe in the value of home and 
community health care and appreciate all that you do to 


support our efforts in your community.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. provides 
services to older residents of Orange through the Mascoma 
Area Senior Center. These services include home 
delivered meals, a senior dining room program, 
transportation, adult day care, outreach and social work 
services, health screening and education, recreation, 
information and referral, as well as opportunities for older 
individuals to be of service to their communities through 
volunteering. 


Any Orange resident over the age of 60 or members of 
his/her family are eligible to use the services of GCSCC. 
Handicapped individuals under the age of 60 may also be 
served through these programs. Although there are no 
charges for the services, the Agency does request 
contributions toward the cost of services. 


During 1993, 2 Orange residents were served through all of 
GCSCC's programs. These individuals enjoyed dinners at 
the Mascoma Center, received hot meals delivered to their 
homes, used transportation services to travel to medical 
appointments, to grocery stores, to do personal errands or 
to the Senior Center, contributed hours of time, energy and 
talent to support services, participated in recreational and 
educational programs or used our information and referral 
service, and used the services of our social workers. 
Services for Orange residents were instrumental in 
supporting many of these individuals as they attempted to 
remain independent in their own homes despite physical 
frailties. 
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Our staff works closely with other agencies providing 
services to older people in the community, to assist older 
Orange residents and their families in taking advantage of 
available programs and services which will improve the 
quality of their lives and enable them to remain in their own 
community as long as possible.

Grafton County Commissioners would like to take 
this opportunity to present our report to the citizens of 
Grafton County. We continue our goals of efficient county 
services and work diligently to maintain prudent budgets 
and tax requirements. 

In keeping with the Town of Littleton's theme of "Our 
Volunteers", we are proud to pay tribute to the many 
volunteers serving the county home, the correctional facility 
and other agencies, schools, hospitals, etc., throughout 
Grafton County. 

At the Grafton County Department of Corrections we 
are blessed to have Dick and Betty Abbott teaching two 
Thresholds/Decisions classes a a year, which has 
appreciably reduced the recidivism rate. We also commend 
Bruce Newton for his work in alcohol and narcotics 
programs, Kathy Lovell for her substance abuse 
counselling program and Ralph Hysong for special 
services. 

The Grafton County Nursing Home receives many 
volunteer hours from local citizens and the RSVP program. 
The Nursing Home holds a special Recognition Day to 
honor these valuable volunteers. 


The Commissioners nominate individuals and 
groups to receive the Governor's Volunteer Recognition 
award in September. This year's individual award went to 
Leslie Backstrom for bringing 3 new programs, volunteers 
and funds to the Warren school, and the Grafton County 
RSVP Knitters Group received the group award for 12,000 
hours and 1400 knit items completed and distributed to 
schools, hospitals and other agencies. 

We apologize for not being able to recognize all 
volunteers in this short space. However, we are fortunate to

Hospice of the Upper Valley services are available free of 
charge in the following Upper Valley towns: Canaan, 
Dorchester, Enfield, Grafton, Hanover, Haverhill, Lebanon, 
Lyme, Meriden, Orford, Orange, Piermont, Plainfield, and 
West Lebanon in New Hampshire; and Barnard, Bradford, 
Bridgewater, Corinth, Fairlee, Hartford, Hartland, Newbury, 
Norwich, Plymouth, Quechee, Reading, Thetford, Topsham, 
Vershire, West Fairlee, West Windsor, White River Junction, 
Wilder, Windsor and Woodstock, Vermont. 


In 1992, we served 351 patients/families and individuals in 
Our various areas of service, 2 of whom were from Orange. 
Throughout the middle of September 1993, Hospice has 
served 268 patients//families, of which 1 has been from 
Orange. Hospice of the Upper Valley continues to request 
funds from municipalities based up[on the cost of care of its 
two service components -- care and bereavement. We 
estimate it costs approximately $345.00 for hospice care 
and $67.00 per individual for bereavement support.

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ORANGE TOWN MEETING MINUTES 

March 9, 1993 

Polls opened at 3:00 pm by Moderator Daniel Hazelton. 
Business meeting started at 7:00 pm. 

Moderator Daniel Hazelton opened meeting by introducing 
the Town Officers. He went over the rules of the meeting 
and explained what the new Reconsideration Law RSA 
40:10 was. 

A motion was made that the Town Warrant not be read. 
Motion was seconded. Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 1. To Choose by ballot and plurality vote a Town 
Clerk, a Town Treasurer, 1 Selectman for 3 years, 1 
Cemetery Agent, 1 Overseer of Public Welfare for 1 year, 1 
Road Agent, 1 Tax Collector, 1 Deeding Agent, 1 Trustee of 
Trust Funds for 1 year. Election of officers was held. Votes 
were tabulated when meeting was over. 

ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes to pay 
necessary Town charges. Moved and seconded. No 
discussion. Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to give a discount 
of 3% on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of 
billing with the stipulation that the discount becomes 
forfeited if it is not deducted by the payer at the time the 
payment is made. Moved and seconded. No discussion. 
Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment pf. taxes and to authorize the Tax Collector to 
accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with 
NTH. SA 80:52-2. Moved and seconded. Short discussion. 
Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose 
of any real estate acquired through the Tax Collectors Deed 
in the Town or to the original owner, as justice may require. 
Moved and seconded. No discussion. Passed-voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
prepayment of resident taxes and to authorize the Tax 
Collector to accept payment in prepayment of taxes. Moved 
and seconded. No discussion. Passed by voice vote. 
ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to accept and expend gifts of money or personal 
property, for the purpose intended by the donor and, in 
addition apply, receive and expend any federal or state 
assistance not anticipated as of the annual Town Meeting, 
on the condition that the Selectmen shall account to the 
Voters of the Town for such additional receipts and 
expenses in accordance with provisions of N.H. RSA 
31:91B. Moved and seconded. No discussion. Passed by 
voice vote. 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
Highway Block Grant Fund of $19,067.21 for construction, 
reconstruction, and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways 
and for the purchase of equipment. Moved and seconded. 
Discussion held. Selectman Daniels explained this money 
was given to the Town by the State to be used to maintain 
its roads. Passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the work on the Town 
Hall addition. Moved and seconded. Discussion held. 
Selectman Daniels stated a doorway downstairs needed to 
be changed, light switch covers installed and a handrail 
installed. Mrs. Stacy questioned about money appropriated 
last year for fire code update. Further discussion held 
regarding this. Mr. Pfaefflin explained what the building 
should have. Mrs. Proulx stated the amount should be” 
increased. Mr. Moore suggested the sum be increased by 
$1,000. Mr. Stevens stated that the $1,500 would not bring 
the Town House up to compliance with the fire code 
regulation, but making a good faith effort to bring it close to 
firecode regulation is what should be done. Mr. Moore's 
amendment read: "To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
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appropriate the sum of $1,500 for upgrading the fire 
prevention to the extent that the sum will accomplish. The 
selectmen should appoint a committee to implement this 
Article." Moved and seconded. Mrs. Stevens questioned if 
more was needed. Mr. Moore asked that his anmendment 
be amended to include an additional $500 for life safety. 
New amendment read "To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,500 for upgrading the fire 
prevention and $500 for upgrading the life safety aspect. 
The selectmen should appoint a committee to implement 
this article." Moved and seconded. Amendment accepted 
by voice vote. Vote on amended article was passed by 
voice vote. 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to have the 
existing pavements on Cross Road and Tuttle Hill Road 
resurfaced, and if voted in to allow the Selectmen to secure 
a $38,000 loan for five (5) years to finance this specific 
project. Moved and seconded. Mrs. Smith asked if we 
shoould wait until the bridge was completed. Selectman 
Sova stated there was currently a problem that the 
Selectmen were trying to work out with the Department of 
Transportation. He agreed both should be done at the 
same time. Mr. Moore asked that an amendment be written 
Stating that both be done at the same time. Further 
discussion held regarding resurfacing, repaving, and 
widening. Mr. Stratton raised concerns as to what the 
town's feeling was. Mr. Stacy expalined they proposed to 
take out and replace certain culverts, remove visible stones 
and resurface. Mr. Stratton suggested the article be 
defeated. Moderator read the amendment "To see if the 
Town will vote to have the existing pavements on the Cross 
Road and Tuttle Hill Road repaved at the same time as the 
Tuttle Hill Road bridge is replaced, and if voted in to allow 
the selectmen to secure a $38,000 loan for five (5) years to 
finance this specific project. Seconded. Discussion held 
regarding percentage rate and questions asked as to what 
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part would be resurfaced. Voice vote held, went to hand 
vote. 17 for and 8 against. Amendment accepted. Vote on 
amended article passed by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to direct the 
Selectmen to contact State and Federal officials to 
encourage them to reactivate the former Northern Railroad 
that runs from Concord to White River Junction. Moved and 
seconded. Selectman Daniels explained that the 
selectmen were contacted to include this to see how 
townspeople felt. Discussion held. Article was defeated by 
voice vote. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $102,075 as called for by the 
budget, submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. Moved and seconded. Selectman 
Sova asked to amend the article to read "To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate $103,575 as called for by 
the budget submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass 
any vote in relation thereto." Seconded. Mrs. Stacy 
questioned why budget did not include money for the 
Historical Commission. Selectman Daniels stated no one 
had requested that. Mrs. Proulx stated that she did request 
a consideration. Further discussion held. Mr. Sova 
withdrew his amendment. Seconded. Mr. Sova asked to 
have amount read $103,700 with $125 to go to the 
Historical Commission, New amendment to read "To see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$103,700 as called for by the budget submitted by the 
Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto." 
Amendment passed by voice vote. Amended article passed 
by voice vote. 

ARTICLE 13. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and 
other officers heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 
Mr. Stevens stated the Forest Fire Statistics were 
misleading and clarified it for the townspeople. Selectman 
Daniels went over the errors in the Town Report. 
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(Moderator Daniel Hazelton officially closed the polls at 
8:00 pm) Mrs. Proulx stated that two of the Historical 
Committee members who have done a great deal of work 
for the town on that committee will leave due to other 
commitments. A hand of thanks was given to Marilyn 
Johnson and Kathy Stacy. Mr. Moore gave a recycling 
update. He explained about the new recycling center in 
Hartford. 

ARTICLE 14. To transact any business that may legally 
come before the meeting not in warrant. Mr. Stacy 
presented to the Historical Society a plaque from the 
Sunapee Boy Scouts which displays a patch and the top 
winners of a recent camperee. Mrs. Johnson gave a report 
on the work that was being done on the Mary Rickson 
Scholarship. Total amount to date was $460.56. She 
explained what students needed to do to apply for the 
scholarship. A round of applause was given to the 
committee for the hard work they have done. Discussion 
was held regarding the books in the library. Mr. Stratton 
brought up a concern regarding the plowing of roads. 
Discussion held. Moderator asked if it was the wish of the 
group that a letter be sent to Mr. Ireton stating the concerns 
of the townspeople. A show of hands showed the people 
were in favor of this. Mr. Moore asked for a moment of 
silence in observation of the passing of Debbie Jaeger and 
Jan Dalton.
